OAS may end Cuban embargo 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) — A special 
committee of 
the Organization of 
American States appears ready to deal 
the United States a major hemispheric 
setback by 
ending the trade and 
diplomatic embargo of Cuba. 
The committee, which convened here 
Tuesday, has not yet formally received 
the Cuba issue. But it is a recurring 
theme 
in 
corridor 
talk 
at 
OAS 
headquarters. 
The United States strongly supports 
continuing the nine-year-old embargo, 
but an unofficial 
tally showed 
12 
countries opposed to the U.S. stand. 
Virtually all those supporting the 
U.S. position are m ilitary dictatorships 
or under heavy m ilitary influence.

A m e r i c a ’ s 
democracies. 
President Nixon supports the Cuba 
embargo prim arily because Havana 
still supports subversive movements in 
Latin America, although at reduced 
levels. 
Some countries have defied

embargo by unilaterally establishing 
ties with Cuba. Venezuela and Costa 
R ica 
are 
advancing 
proposals 
designed, in effect, to nullify it. 
Venezuela wants to remove 
the 
provision 
requiring 
m andatory 
adherence to the embargo by a simple 
majority vote of the OAS permanent 
council. The embargo would remain in­ 


tact but its application would be left up 
to each country. 


Costa Rica 
seeks to convene a 
meeting of OAS foreign ministers to 
determine whether the conditions that 
led to the embargo still are in effect. A 
two-thirds m ajority would be required 
to continue it. 


The United States has pledged to 
adhere to whatever collective action its 
OAS colleagues decide, but argues the 
only proper way to eliminate the 
embargo would be by a two-thirds vote 
of OAS foreign ministers. The U.S. 
appears to have the necessary votes to 
block the pro-Havana faction from 
getting a two-thirds m ajority.

Utilities were preparing for con­ 
tinued heavy electric power demands 
today as a muggy heat wave blanketed 
much of the Eastern Seaboard for the 
ninth straight day. 
Temperatures in the 90s strained the 
New England regional power grid so 
severely on Tuesday that it reduced 
voltage by 5 per cent for the first time 
during the current hot spell. 
The New England Power Exchange 
appealed for assistance from the New 
York State Power Pool, which again 
resorted to a voltage cut. Both systems 
asked heavy industrial consumers as 
well as the public to reduce power 
consumption. 
In New York City, some 18,-000 
Queens residents had to do without 
electricity for much of the day after 
Consolidated Edison requested a power 
cutoff at 66 apartment buildings in the 
Elm hurst section. 
The move was to prevent overloading

feeder cables 
in 
the

area, 
burned out last 
Elm hurst-Jackson 
Several cables there 
week, blacking out about 50,000 homes 
and apartments. 
Meanwhile, the stagnant air mass 
caused pollution to reach hazardous 
levels in some areas. 
In the W ashington m etropolitan 
area, an air pollution alert was con­ 
tinued for the 10th day in a row. Air 
quality in New York City was described 
as “ unhealthy” and all of Connecticut 
was put on a “ Stage I ” air pollution 
alert. 
Open burning was banned and people 
were urged to use public transit or 
form car pools to help cut down smog.

department said so many sweltering 
residents had been cooling off in out­ 
door municipal pools that the water 
had become “ cloudy and unhealthy.”

draining, but the city was continuing to 
keep beaches fully staffed and open all 
night. 


M inim um m ilk prices to rise

m inimum milk prices in federal 
marketing orders about 13 per cent 
beginning Sept. 9. 
Consumers, however, will not see 
much change in store milk prices. The 
department, in announcing the tem ­ 
porary boost Tuesday, said the in­ 
crease was necessary to assure dairy 
farm ers that milk prices would be 
closely watched as production costs 
increase. 
The increase will be in effect only for 
the rem ainder of September. Mean­ 
while, officials are studying recom­ 
mendations for overhauling federal 
market order price structures which 
were gathered last week at a hearing in 
Clayton, Mo. 
Officials said most cash m arket 
prices in federal orders are currently 
above the new August base level.

United States is produced in areas 
which have federal marketing orders. 
Those set minimum 
prices which 
handlers must pay producers. 
The formula used to set prices in 
marketing orders is based on prices 
paid for manufacturing grade milk in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. The formula 
base is adjusted each month to reflect 
average prices in

W isconsin

previously. 
But under the action taken Tuesday, 
the base price beginning Sept. 9 will be 
the August average for Minnesota- 


Wisconsin estimated at $6.50 per IOO 
pounds.

Subpoenaed to appear before the 
panel were Commerce Director Dennis 
Shaul, his assistant, Victor Herbert, 
Securities C om m issioner W illiam 
Boardman and Gregory H. Seeley Jr., 
a former lawyer in the Securities 
Division. 
The grand jury was convened last 
May after FBI agents 
reportedly 
raided the Florida home of Akron in­ 
vestor Anthony LaFatch and seized 
$50,000 in cash and checks. 
LaFatch allegedly solicited the bribe 
from officials of the Realty National 


Corp., saying he could influence a 
Commerce Department decision on the 
stock sale request. The firm was 
seeking to expand the Christopher Inn 
hotel in Columbus. 
Realty National officials reportedly

in two $25,000 installments shortly after 
the stock sale was approved last April.

office, Secretary of State Ted Brown 
said Tuesday. 
However, a spokesman for the state 
Attorney General’s Office said no 
formal request had been received. 
Brown said he's asked the attorney 
general and State Auditor Joseph 
Ferguson to look into the possibility of 
illegal use of state funds by Shaul in the 
mailout. 
Shaul’s office has confirmed the 
commerce director mailed out sheets 
“explaining" issues on the November 
ballot dealing with repeal of the state 
income tax and rollbacks of property 
taxes. The sheets were enclosed in real 
estate license renewal applications. 
Jon Christensen, a public relations 
official with the department, said the 
sheets cost about $150. 
He said, however, the sheets neither 
supported nor argued against state 
income tax repeal. 
“ It did not tell them how to vote,” 
Christensen said. 
Ohio law forbids the use of state 
funds to support partisan issues. 
Christensen said the mailouts fell 
into a “ gray area" surrounding use of 
state money to discuss issues, rather 
than candidates.

Women in medical school 


Another View 


It is something of a paradox in our 
society that there are so few women 
physicians. Women are widely 
thought to be gentler and more 
compassionate than men — natural 
healers, as it were. Nor are women 
academically inferior to men. Yet 
only about IO per cent of all our 
doctors are women. 
It is good to find that this situation 
is gradually changing for the better. 
There has been an upsurge in the 
number of women applying for 
admission to medical schools. Also, 
the number of women being ac­ 
cepted is increasing rather quickly 
now. 


In 
1971, 
according 
to 
the 
Association of American Medical 
Colleges, 12.8 per cent of all medical 
school applications were by women. 
In 1972 that figure rose to 16 per 
cent. 
Admissions figures suggest, if we 
are not misinterpreting them, that 
the medical schools are going out of 
their way to accept women Going 
back to 1970, one finds that a mere 
11.1 per cent of students entering 
medical school that fall were 
women. The comparable figure was 
13.7 in 1971, jumped to 16.8 per cent 


in 1972. 'Hic est nudie is that mis tall, 
a year later, approximately 19 per 
cent of those entering 
medical 
school will bi* women. 
This does not necessarily mean 
that 
when 
this 
fa ll’s 
classes 
graduate 19 per cent will be women; 
the percentage ma) be more or less. 
Clearly, though, the trend is in the 
right 
direction. 
We 
discern 
no 
reason why, some years hence, the 
number of female medical school 
graduates should not be propor­ 
tionate to the percentage of women 
in our population 
that is, slightly 
above 50 per cent.

The Pentagon said Catton w ill visit 
bases in his command in Germany, 
Greece, Saudi Arabia, Iran, Thailand, 
Guam and Hawaii. 
The Pentagon said the trip was to 
discuss internal security matters. 
“ I simply don’t understand why a 
general needs a plush private Boeing 
707 to haul him and his wife on a two- 
week junket,” Aspin said. 
“ If Gen. Catton had serious business 
overseas then he should fly there by 
himself, conduct the business, and re­ 
turn home — not take a two-week 
vacation at the taxpayers’ expense.” 
When the General Accounting Office 
reported last week that $670,000 had 
been spent refurbishing Catton’s plane, 
the Pentagon replied that the cost was 
“ not out of line for aircraft used by 
V IPs, m ilitary and civilian,” Aspin 
said.

Another well-known figure in jazz 
circles—trum peter Ja c k Sheldon— 
sings in the new grammar series, 
according to spokesmen for Scholastic 
Rock, Inc., the New York-based pro­ 
ducers of both shows.

from 
Bloomingburg to Madison Mills. 


DWIGHT D UFF, a board member 
who serves on the school site selection 
committee, reported that the board has 
taken an option on a piece of land for 
the proposed new junior high school 
which will appear before voters in the 
Miami Trace School District on the 
November ballot. The board said the 
property being considered is located 
near Miami Trace High School.

Storm weakens 


Delia soaks 
coast with 
heavy rains

Tropical storm Delia, with torrential 
rains and sustained winds of 50 miles 
per hour, drenched parts of southeast 
Texas and southwest Louisiana today.

A tornado touched down late Tuesday 
south of Ponca City, Okla. Other funnel 
clouds were sighted north of Tampa, 
Fla., and near Peoria, 111.

Winds of IOO miles per hour slammed 
into Big Springs, Tex., Tuesday and 
strong winds whipped Wichita Falls, 
Tex., and Clinton, Okla. 
Heavy thunderstorms unrelated to 
Delia washed parts of southwest 
Missouri, leaving 2 inches at Monett in 
six hours. 
Thundershower activity diminished 
before dawn over the middle and 
southern Atlantic coastal states and in 
the Ohio Valley, but dampened scat­

PARIS (AP) — Three Arab gunmen 
claiming to be m em bers 
of a 
Palestinian splinter group took at least 
five hostages in the Saudi Arabian em­ 
bassy today and demanded a plane to 
fly them and their prisoners to an 
unnamed Arab capital, police said. 
The three Arabs said they would 
trade their hostages for the release of

Three of the hostages were reported 
to be the Saudi Arabian cultural at­ 
tache, the embassy accountant and a 
translator. 
The Kuwaiti ambassador to France 
was acting as an intermediary between 
the Palestinians and the police, 
Bucheton reported. 
“We are waiting to see how the 
negotiations turn out,” he said.

Nonaligned nations 
hold summit meet 


ALGIERS (AP) — Leaders from 76 
nations assembled in Algiers today for 
the fourth nonaligned summit con­ 
ference, a meeting they hope will in­ 
crease their influence and bargaining 
power with the industrialized nations. 
More than half the nations were 
represented by their kings, presidents 
or prime ministers. Heading the lineup 
was President Tito of Yugoslavia, a 
founder of the nonaligned movement. 
The four-day conference is expected 
to approve a series of resolutions on 
such issues as natural resources, 
decolonization, the Middle East, 
territorial fishing lim its, nuclear

Drafting committees worked until 
early today, rounding up the proposals 
from various nations and seeking 
preliminary consensus.

Conference sources said numerous 
resolutions on the Arablsraeli conflict 
were presented to the political drafting 
committee, all of them pro-Arab.

Blast rips Air 
Vietnam jetliner 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - An 
explosion ripped through the galley of

American passenger who said he was 
an explosives expert said the explosion 
apparently was caused by a bomb 
concealed in a food compartment. 
Two passengers and a stewardess 
were injured, but the Boeing 727 jet 
returned to Bangkok and made a safe 
landing. The explosion occurred 15 
minutes after the plane took off from 
the Thai capital for Saigon. 
“We’re all very lucky the blast blew 
the way it did,” said the American 
passenger. “ Had it gone the other way 
and broken the outer shell of the air­ 
craft, we all would have been dead by 
now.” 
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SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) - 
Skylab 2 commander Alan L. Bean 
today became the world champion of 
space flight, logging more time away 
from planet Earth than any other man. 
At 6:09 a m. EDT, Bean surpassed 
the mark of 49 days, 3 hours, 37 minutes 
set by a longtime friend, astronaut 
Charles Conrad Jr. 
The new mark was set while Bean 
was in a scheduled sleep period as the 
space lab soared over Japan. 
Bean, a 41-year-old Navy captain, 
has flown two missions. He walked on 
the moon with Conrad on Apollo 12 and 
is in the 40th day aboard the Skylab 
station, with 19 more to go. 
Bean’s record, which eventually will 
exceed 69 days, could stand un­ 
challenged for several years. After the 
eight week Skylab 3 mission later this 
year, the United States plans no more 
long duration space trips until the 
1980s. 
Bean and his Skylab 2 crewmates, 
Dr. Owen K. Garriott and Jack R. 
Lousma, earlier set the single-mission 
endurance record, breaking Skylab l ’s 
mark of more than 28 days. 
The schedule for the record-setting 
day was filled with medical, solar 
astronomy and earth resources ex­ 
periment. 
On Tuesday, the astronauts relayed 
live television pictures of Delia to 
mission control as that tropical storm 
blew ashore on the Texas Gulf Coast 
and lashed the space center with heavy 
rain and high winds. 
Wind gusts of more than 60 miles per 
hour were recorded at the center, but 
there was no damage to facilities or to 


the nearby homes of the three as­ 
tronauts. 
Describing Delia, Lousma said, 
“She’s a breezy lady. She’s pulled 
herself together after having a hard 
time making up her mind where to go. 
You can see ifs taken on a nice circular 
pattern.” 
The Skylab photos of Delia should 
provide weather researchers with a 
record of the storm’s growth. As 
Lousma noted: “We’ve followed her 
since her birth off the 
Yucatan 
peninsula.”

Kolts, who received the indictments 
late Tuesday, ordered the documents 
sealed until at least one of those in­ 
dicted surrenders to authorities 
Names and charges stemming from 
the probe were to be released im­ 
mediately afterward. 
Kolts also ordered that arrest 
warrants not be issued until next 
Tuesday to give the indicted a chance 
to surrender on their own. He set bond 
at $500 for each person indicted. 
Cox’s aide, James Doyle, said the 
Watergate prosecutor could be ex­ 
pected to issue a statement today about 
the effect of the indictments on his 
investigation. “They’ve got a small 
piece of a much bigger thing,” Doyle 
said. 
Sources close to the grand jury 
previously had said that Ehrlichman, 
Krogh, Young and Liddy were possible 
targets for indictment in the probe. 
Dist. Atty. Joseph Busch declined 
comment on that report. 


Ehrlichman’s local attorney, Joseph 
Ball, said he had not heard whether his 
client had been indicted. “I don’t know 
anything about it,” he said. 
Sources said the 18 grand jurors filed 
into court at 8 p.m. EDT after spending 
most of the day hearing a replay of Eh­ 
rlichman’s testimony before the Senate 
W atergate Comm ittee about the 
Ellsberg breakin. The jurors repor­ 
tedly also had been shown three White 
House interoffice memorandums in­ 
volving Ehrlichman, Krogh and Young 
and covert plans relating to Ellsberg. 
Four others have been named 
publicly as participants in the Sept. 3, 
1971, breakin at the Beverly Hills office 
of Dr. Lewis Fieldin. But the four — E. 
Howard Hunt, Bernard Barker and 
Cuban nationals Eugenio Martinez and 
Felipe DeDiego — were granted im­ 
munity from prosecution in return for 
grand jury testimony. 
In his televised Watergate testimony, 
Ehrlichman defended the breakin as a 
“vital national security” operation. He 
said it was well within the con-

WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress 
returns today from a month’s vacation 
to tackle money bills that carry over­ 
tones of the legislators’ power struggle 
with the White House. 
First on the Senate’s list is an ap­ 
propriation measure from which the 
House deleted a special $l.5-million 
presidential fund. The House also 
added strictures on the spending of 
government money for security on 
such private property as presidential 
homes away from Washington. 
The House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee cut the money from the bill after 
discussing whether the fund might 
have been used to finance the special 
“plumbers” unit of White House in­ 
vestigators. The full House went along. 
The Senate Appropriations Com­ 
mittee, however, replaced $1 million, 
with a provision for reports to Congress 
on the spending. 
Acting after news accounts broke 
about expenditures for security at 
President Nixon’s California and 
Florida houses, the House approved 
language requiring that future spen­ 
ding on private property first be re­ 
ported to the appropriations com­ 
mittees. The Senate committee deleted 
the reporting requirement. 
The fund and property reporting 
issues were sent to the full Senate. 
The House is to act on a $682-million 
State Department authorization bill, 
with a requirement that the depart­ 
ment and affiliated agencies must re­ 
spond to congressional requests for 
information or lose their funds. 
The bill also would give Congress a 
look at campaign contributions by 
persons subsequently nominated for 
ambassadorships. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield of Montana, interviewed on 
the eve of the renewed session, said he 
favors stricter wage-price controls, but 
that there is nothing more Congress 
can do to fight inflation. 
“We’ve given the President the 
authority to act and we would hope he 
recognizes that phase I, 3 and 4 are not 
the type of operations necessary to 
deflate inflation,” Mansfield said. 


Netherlands celebrates

WASHINGTON (AP) - In an 
unusual legal twist, both the White 
House 
and 
special 
W atergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox plan to 
appeal a court order for presidential 
Watergate tapes. 
The White House said it would file its 
papers Thursday in an attempt to block 
efforts to force President Nixon to turn 
over the tapes. 
Cox’s appeal will seek “clarification 
or modification of the standards and 
procedures to be followed in deter­ 
mining what parts of the evidence will 
be presented to the grand jury,” the 
prosecutor said. He did not elaborate. 
Although neither side has yet filed 
papers, Hugh Kline, clerk of the Circuit 
Court of Appeal, Tuesday set Sept. ll 
as the date for oral arguments. 
Meanwhile, U.S. D istrict Court 
Judge John J. Sirica was scheduled to 
meet today with lawyers for Watergate 
figures Jeb Stuart Magruder and 
Jam es W. McCord to determ ine 
whether the two men may continue 
lecture tours on Watergate. Sirica may 


also meet with Magruder personally, 
Magruder’s office has indicated. 
Magruder, former deputy director of 
Nixon’s re-election campaign, can­ 
celled a speech set for today at West 
Virginia University that was to kick off 
his national lecture tour. 
McCord, convicted of participating in 
the June 17, 1972, Watergate break-in, 
already has been tentatively ordered 
by Sirica to stop his lecture tour. 
Cox has asked Sirica to prohibit 
Magruder and McCord from making 
the tours. 
Special Watergate prosecutor Ar­ 
chibald Cox won the first round in the 
court test on whether President Nixon 
may withhold tape recordings in­ 
volving Watergate figures. Appeals are 
expected to move to the Supreme Court 
no matter which side wins in the ap­ 
pellate division. 
Nixon’s deputy press secretary, 
Gerald L. Warren, would not discuss 
Tuesday what the legal brief would 
argue. 
Sirica ordered Nixon last week to 
turn over the tapes for his private 


judicial examination, but postponed 
the order to give the White House a 
chance to appeal. 
Thursday had been set as the 
deadline for Nixon’s attorneys to file a 
formal notice that they intend to make 
such an appeal. 
The tapes involve conversations 
between Nixon and top aides, and the 
President has said he won’t release 
them— even for private inspection-— 
unless ordered to do so by the Supreme 
Court. 
The Supreme Court is in recess and 
doesn’t reconvene until October. Some 
sources believe it could be near the end 
of that month before the high court 
reaches a decision. 
In another development, the Senate 
Watergate committee prepared to end 
its summer recess with a closed-door 
session next Tuesday to hear a con­ 
fidential report from its investigators 
on political espionage and campaign 
finances. 
The seven members will then decide 
when to resume their hearings and 
which witnesses to call. 


Propose municipal ownership of Parle & Shop lot 
Major parking program projected for city

A five-phase parking program in 
Washington C.H. including the city’s 
acquisition of the Park & Shop parking 
lot on S. Main Street was announced 
today by City Manager Dan Wolford. 
A report prepared by a 13-member 
Downtown Parking Commission and a 
consultant is expected to be adopted by 
City Council in October. The report 
covers renovation of equipment, en­ 
forcement, times and rates, the use of 
tokens for free customer parking, and 
off-street parking. 
Wolford said the findings, plans and 
recommendations contained in the 
report are based on studies of past 


trends, present conditions and future 
prospects of parking in the central 
business district. 
He said the report furnishes the 
proper tools and sets forth the means 
and procedures by which the City of 
Washington 
may 
generate 
an 
aggressive parking im provem ents 
program financed solely from parking 
meter revenues. 


THE PARK & SHOP lot owners have 
agreed to donate to the city about 
$40,000 of their total investment of 
$133,000 in the lot. City Council has 
tentatively agreed to purchase the lot 
for $93,000. “This purchase figure 
represents a cost factor well below 


current land acquisition costs and 
further represents an opportunity for 
the city to commence a sound off-street 
parking 
development 
program ,” 
Wolford said. 
He stressed that the debt on the lot 
will be reduced by the parking meter 
revenues. At no time will tax dollars or 
other city funds be expended on this 
program, Wolford said. 
The committee recommended that in 
the future the majority of the ad­ 
ditional parking in die city be located 
on off-street parking lots. “Parallel on­ 
street parking is hard for most persons 
to use and diagonal or perpendicular 
parking requires the use to back out 


into the traffic lanes when existing,” 
the report stated. 
The Park & Shop lot currently has 54 
parking spaces, and is operated by an 
attendant. The parking fees are now 25 
cents for the first hour and 15 cents for 
each additional hour. Shoppers using 
this lot may now take parking tickets to 
a local participating store and have 
them validated. 


UNDER CITY ownership, the lot 
would be metered. The proposed rates 
are IO cents per hour, 25 cents for 3 
hours. 
Merchant participation has been 
assured in the overall parking program 
through the adoption of a “token” 


system which would provide free 
customer parking in the central 
business district. All new city parking 
meters would have the capacity to 
accept tokens. 
M erchants participating in the 
“ token” program would purchase 
tokens from the city and have them 
available for their customers. A large 
majority of the downtown merchants 
have expressed a desire to participate 
in the system, thus providing free 
customer parking, Wolford said. 
Wolford said the parking lot phase of 
the improvement program would not 
be possible without the $40,000 equity 
donation by the owners. “All citizens

Temperatures in the 90s strained the 
New England regional power grid so 
severely on Tuesday that it reduced 
voltage by 5 per cent for the first time 
during the current hot spell. 
The New England Power Exchange 
appealed for assistance from the New 
York State Power Pool, which again 
resorted to a voltage cut. Both system s 
asked heavy industrial consumers as 
well as the public to reduce power 
consumption. 
In New York City, some 18,-000 
Queens residents had to do without 
electricity for much of the day after 
Consolidated Edison requested a power 
cutoff at 66 apartment buildings in the 
Elmhurst section.

Several cables there 
week, blacking out about 50,000 homes 
and apartments.

Air 
quality in New York City was described 
as “unhealthy” and all of Connecticut 
was put on a “Stage I” air pollution 
alert.

Minimum milk prices to rise 


WASHINGTON

The 
Agriculture Department will 
raise 
minimum milk prices in federal 
marketing orders about 13 per cent 
beginning Sept. 9. 
Consumers, however, will not see 
much change in store milk prices. The 
department, in announcing the tem­ 
porary boost Tuesday, said the in­ 
crease was necessary to assure dairy 
farmers that milk prices would be 
closely watched as production costs 
increase. 
The increase will be in effect only for 
the remainder of September. Mean­ 
while, officials are studying recom­ 
mendations for overhauling federal 
market order price structures which 
were gathered last week at a hearing in 
Clayton, Mo. 
Officials said most cash market 
prices in federal orders are currently 
above the new August base level. 
The 
announcement 
overlooked 
recent actions by the Nixon ad­ 
ministration to open the door to more 
imports of nonfat dry milk. Producer 
organizations have criticized the larger 
imports as a further threat to U.S. milk 
prices. 
The price increase beginning Sept. 9 
will be for Class I or fluid milk used 
mainly for bottling. Most milk in the 


United States is produced in areas 
which have federal marketing orders. 
Those set minimum prices which 
handlers must pay producers. 
The formula used to set prices in 
marketing orders is based on prices 
paid for manufacturing grade milk in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. The formula 
base is adjusted each month to reflect 
average prices in the Minnesota- 
Wisconsin

months 
previously. 
But under the action taken Tuesday, 
the base price beginning Sept. 9 will be 
the August average for Minnesota- 


at $6.50 per IOO

pounds. 
That will be up 72 cents from the July 
base of $5.78, which, under normal 
circumstances, would have applied for 
all of September. Put another way, the

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A federal 
grand jury was to resume hearing 
testimony today in its probe of an 
alleged bribery attempt last spring in 
connection with a $10 million stock sale 
that was awaiting Ohio Commerce 
Department approval. 
Subpoenaed to appear before the 
panel were Commerce Director Dennis 
Shaul, his assistant, Victor Herbert, 
Securities Commissioner William 
Boardman and Gregory H. Seeley Jr., 
a former lawyer in the Securities 
Division. 
The grand jury was convened last 
May after F B I agents reportedly 
raided the Florida home of Akron in­ 
vestor Anthony La Fateh and seized 
$50,000 in cash and checks. 
LaFatch allegedly solicited the bribe 
from officials of the Realty National 


Corp., saying he could influence a 
Commerce Department decision on the 
stock sale request. The firm was 
seeking to expand the Christopher Inn 
hotel in Columbus. 
Realty National officials reportedly 
notified the 
FB I 
and, 
acting in 
cooperation with agents, paid LaFatch 
in two $25,000 installments shortly after 
the stock sale was approved last April. 
Shaul has said LaFatch, who has 
state and federal prison records, 
contributed to Shaul’s unsuccessful 
campaign for mayor of Akron in 1971. 


Shaul also has acknowledged that 
LaFatch called him several times 
checking on the status of the stock sale 
request, but contended he thought the 
calls merely reflected a business in­ 
terest by LaFatch.

Shaul use 
of state cash 
under study 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - An 
inquiry into Ohio Commerce Director 
Dennis Shaul’s use of state funds to 
mail out an information sheet on 
election issues last November has been 
turned over to the attorney general’s 
office, Secretary of State Ted Brown 
said Tuesday. 
However, a spokesman for the state 
Attorney General’s Office said no 
formal request had been received. 
Brown said he’s asked the attorney 
general and State Auditor Joseph 
Ferguson to look into the possibility of 
illegal use of state funds by Shaul in the 
mailout. 
Shaul’s office has confirmed the 
commerce director mailed out sheets 
“ explaining” issues on the November 
ballot dealing with repeal of the state 
income tax and rollbacks of property 
taxes. The sheets were enclosed in real 
estate license renewal applications. 
Jon Christensen, a public relations 
official with the department, said the 
sheets cost about $150. 
He said, however, the sheets neither 
supported nor argued against state 
income tax repeal. 
“ It did not tell them how to vote,” 
Christensen said. 
Ohio law forbids the use of state 
funds to support partisan issues. 
Christensen said the mailouts fell 
into a “ gray area” surrounding use of 
state money to discuss issues, rather 
than candidates.

Women in medical school 
It is something of a paradox in our 
J society that there are so few women 
physicians. Women are widely 
thought to be gentler and more 
compassionate than men — natural 
healers, as it were. Nor are women 
* academically inferior to men. Yet 
| only about IO per cent of all our 


i doctors are women. 
It is good to find that this situation 
is gradually changing for the better. 
There has been an upsurge in the 
number of women applying for 
admission to medical schools. Also, 
the number of women being ac­ 
cepted is increasing rather quickly 


4 now. 


In 
1971, 
according 
to 
the 
Association of American Medical 
Colleges, 12.8 per cent of all medical 
school applications were by women. 
In 1972 that figure rose to 16 per 
cent. 
Admissions figures suggest, if we 
are not misinterpreting them, that 
the medical schools are going out of 
their way to accept women. Going 
back to 1970, one finds that a mere 
11.1 per cent of students entering 
medical school that fall were 
women. The comparable figure was 
13.7 in 1971, jumped to 16.8 per cent 


in 1972. The estimate is that inis tall, 
a year later, approximately 19 per 
cent of those entering medical 
school will be women. 
This does not necessarily mean 
that 
when this fall’s classes 
graduate 19 per cent will be women; 
the percentage may be more or less. 
Clearly, though, the trend is in the 
right direction. 
We discern no 
reason why, some years hence, the 
number of female medical school 
graduates should not be propor­ 
tionate to the percentage of women 
in our population — that is, slightly 
above 50 per cent.

The Pentagon said Catton will visit 
bases in his command in Germany, 
Greece, Saudi Arabia, Iran, Thailand, 
Guam and Hawaii. 
The Pentagon said the trip was to 
discuss internal security matters. 
“I simply don’t understand why a 
general needs a plush private Boeing 
707 to haul him and his wife on a two- 
week junket,” Aspin said. 
“If Gen. Catton had serious business 
overseas then he should fly there by 
himself, conduct the business, and re­ 
turn home — not take a two-week 
vacation at the taxpayers’ expense.” 
When the General Accounting Office 
reported last week that $670,000 had 
been spent refurbishing Catton’s plane, 
the Pentagon replied that the cost was 
“not out of line for aircraft used by 
VIPs, military and civilian,” Aspin 
said.

Los Angeles Rams and Willie Germany 
from the Atlanta Falcons for future 
draft picks. 
The San Francisco 49ers sent 
linebacker Marty Huff to the Buffalo 
Bills for a draft choice. Veteran 
defensive tackle Tom Keating, nursing 
a knee injury, was placed on the 
inactive list by Pittsburgh, while the 
Steelers cut guard Ron Curl and de­ 
fensive end Nate Dorsey.

NEW YORK (AP) — One of the 
briefest,

on 
television—ABC’s “Scholastic Rock”— 
will start some swinging grammar 
lessons next Saturday morning. It 
already has put a lively beat to basic 
math. 
The new lessons are in “Grammar 
Rock,” a companion series to the ll 
“Multiplication Rock” segments that 
have been part of ABC’s Saturday and 
Sunday 
morning 
childrens’ 
programming since Jan. 6. 
The method of both series is simple 
but highly effective: The usually dull 
rules of multiplication and grammar 
are written as catchy lyrics to pop 
music with cartoon characters moving 
about briskly to illustrate the number 
or rule of grammar involved. 
Each show lasts only 3 to minutes, but 
you might try to catch one some 
morning. They’re excellent. The music 
is billed as rock, but it really isn’t. Ifs 
more in the jazz vein. 
Several of the singers behind the 
cartoon characters are respected jazz 
artists, albeit not as widely known as 
some of today’s pop music stars. 
The “Multiplication Rock” team 
consists of Blossom Dearie, an ex­ 
cellent pianist; jazz drummer-vocalist 
Grady Tate; and pianist Bobby 
Dorough, who composed all the 
multiplication songs. 
Another well-known figure in jazz 
circles—trumpeter Jack Sheldon— 
sings in the new grammar series, 
according to spokesmen for Scholastic 
Rock, Inc., the New York-based pro­ 
ducers of both shows. 
Segments from both series will air 
five times each Saturday and twice on 
Sunday, according to ABC, which says 
yet another “Scholastic Rock” series- 
dealing with American government 
and history—may be ordered up at a 
later date.

Another project aimed at young 
viewers is in the works right now at 
CBS-TV. It involves current news items 
and an effort to put these stories into 
perspective for the 10-to 16-year-old 
viewer. 
CBS says the shows, each running 
nearly two minutes, will start in Oc­ 
tober, run Monday through Friday and 
examine one current story a day with 
detailed but easy-to-follow background 
material on it. 
The new series will be seen on the 
five CBS-owned television stations—in 
New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, St. 
Louis and Los Angeles—as part of 
those stations’ early evening local news 
programs, the network says. The 
shows also will be offered to CBS af­ 
filiates.
